HO” the Author of this Book, whilſt living, had a very great Reputation 
among the Learned, and after his Death, a Charafter in ſeveral of theit 
Writings agreeable to his great Worth and Abilities ; yet the Scarcity of his 
Works for theſe laſt Fifty Years, have made the World but too much a Stranger 
to him. And that this particularly ſhould not be more regarded, is hardly 
pardonable, when we conſider that the Subject is no lefs than the great Mart 
and Metropolis of the Kingdom, and the largeſt as well as nobleſt City6f the 
World; that *tis handled with ail the Accuracy and Niceneſs imaginable, that he deſign'd it for the 
greateſt piece of Reſpe& he was able to pay his native Country, and that neither before nor ſince, 
any thing conſiderable of this kind has been ever attempted. 

Since then, of late Years this has fell into ſo few Hands, it is in ſome meaſure neceſſary to give 
a ſhort Abſtract of the Method he has taken ; whereby the Reader will be better ableto judge of the 
Uſefulneſs of the Work, and at the ſame Time be more eaſily convinc'd of what vaſt Improve- 
ments the ſeveral Changes and Revolutions ſince his Time have made it capable. 

He lays his Foundation in the Original, Antiquity, and Increaſe of the City of London, and the 
Walls about it ; then deſcends to the Brooks, Boornes, Pooles, Wells, &c. with their Original, Uſe, 
Situation, and ſuch other things as relate to them. Next, the noble River of Thames, as alſo 
the Town- Ditches and Bridges, with the ſeveral Gates, Towers and Caſtless The Schools, Inns 
of Court, Orders and Cuſtoms, Charities and Watches are very exacaly delivered, as they 
were in his Time. Then he deſcends to the Diviſion of the City into Parts, and gives us 
a particular account of the Foundation of each Ward. And thus having run through the ſeveral 
parts of the City, he deſcribes the Subxrbs and City of Weſtminſter in the ſame Method. After 
which he gives us the Government of Zondor, both EccleſiaFical and Civil, with the Names of all 
the Lord Mayors, as alſo the Order and Arms of each Company. What follows is the ſeveral 
Statutes, Charters, Regulations, &c, for the better Government of the Place. 

Next are the Remains, concerning ſeveral conſiderable things which ſhould have been inſerted 
in their due Place, but that they came too late to hand. And a Perambulation four Miles round 
London. Then, ſome particular Notes of the Reparations and Ornaments of every Church. 
Laſtly, a Review of the Sixteen Pariſhes without the Walls, and the Nine Out-Pariſhes. 


This is a Summary of that great Work, which none but a perſon in Mr. Srow*s Circumſtances 


could ever have brought to perfettion. For beſides his exat Knowledge of Antiquities in general, 
the peculiar Intereſt he had in the City, procured him an eaſie acceſs to all Originals (from which 
he chiefly fetches his Hiſtory 3 ) and his own private Library was ſo very conſiderable, that it 
ſeems to have been then (what the Cortoniar Library is at preſent) the common Treaſury of Eng- 
liſh Antiquities. With theſe Advantages he entred upon the Work; and theſe (ſo far as that 
Age was concern'd) made it complete But Time will always cut out new Work upon. this Sub- 
je&, and to pretend to give the laſt hand to the Hiſtory of a Place, would be as vain and filly as 
to perſwade Fire not to hurn, an Encmy not to ravage, and the Wit and Curioſity of Men not to 
make new Diſcoveries The Work we have before us, is an inſtance of it. What large Proofs 
have we had of the particular Antiquities of Loxder ſince that Age ? How have Fire and Time 
chang'd the very Face of things ? How much of its preſent Grandeur and Magnificence muſt this 
great City loſe, in the Opinion of ſuch, who take an Eftimate of irs preſent condition from the De- 
ſeription given of it almoſt an hundred Years ſince ! And yet thoſe who are more immediately 
concern'd for its Honour and Reputation mult excuſe ſuch Gentlemen as have not the opportunity 
of ſeeing, if they judge of it by the beſt acconnts they can meet with. 

In order therefore to ſatisfie the Curioſity of the Ingenions, to ſer this Noble City in its true 
Light, and to do Juſtice to that wiſe Body, under whoſe happy Government it now flouriſhes ; 1C 
is thought convenient to build (as it were) upon Mr, Stow's Foundation, and to publiſh a new 
Edition of him with the following Improvements.

|. Some Things, vpon which he has touch'd, ſeem now capable of conſiderable Additions, as, 

1. The Antiquities of it (as we obſerv'd) have been largly diſcover'd ſince his Time. 2. The 
Thames (of fo great importance to this City) with the particular Priviledges in it, ſeem too nar- 
rowly deſcrib'd. 3. He ſeems to be too ſparing in his account of the Companies ; giving only the 
Time of their Incorporation, and when their Arms were granted, in Five or Six/ Lines: Now "tis 
conceiv'd, out of reſpef to thoſe Worſhipful Bodies, that a large account of their Foundations, Cha- 
ritics, and of ther preſent Governours, is no more than what's dne. But whatever Defe&s may 
be here and there in the Work, we chuſe rather to ſupply-than be too nice in enumerating. 

I. MolF of the Things deſcrib'd (as the Churches, Gates, Halls, Schools, Inns of Court, Markets, 

* Alms-kohſes, Hoſpifats, diviſion of Wards and Pariſhes, &c. are ſo much alter*d ſince his time, as 
to be quite anbty& thing, both in their Buildings and Conſtitutions. And as he has drawn down 
the Hiſtory of them,to his own time 3 fo will it be much for'the honour of the reſpeRtive Places, 
and a juſtice tothe ſeveral Perſons by whoſe BRenefattions they have grown, as well as thoſe Bo- 
dics by whoſe Wiſdom and Integrity they are diſpos*d of according to the Donors intention, to 
continue an Hiſtorical Account of them to our preſent Age. But whether this ought to be mixt 
with MrgSrow's -Text, with ſome particular mark of diſtin&ion, or be added at the end of each _ 
reſpetiy$ Chapter, is lefc to the advice and judgment of the Learned and Curious. F: 

[11.The ſeveral New Foundations, Hoſpitals, Schools, Buildings and Cuſtoms, with many other 

. things very conliderable (all ſince his time) being added to the Book, will look rather like an entire 
Hiſtory than an Apperdix. Such a variety of Matter has the Fire of London, and the Buildings and 
Alterations conſequent upon it, created for an Hiſtorian ; as any one will be caſily convinced, who 

bes but compare the Draughts of London as it was either when Stow liv'd, or immediately before 
the Fire, thithe preſent face and appearance of it. 
fn order to ive the World a plainer demonſtration of this Increaſe, there are three ſeveral 
TIer# of the Ciry-end Suburbs deſign'd : One as it ſtood in the time of Edward VI. being the 
firff that was ever made; another as it was before the Fire ; and a third in- its preſent Magnifi- 
cence. The comparing one with an other will convince the World of what would hardly be be- 
liev?d by a bare deſcription. 

V. An Account will be given of the extent of the.ſeveral Pariſhes, as they were modePYd after 
the Fire 3 with their reſpective Charities. ; 12446 

VI. Draughts of the moſt conſiderable Buildings, deſtroy'd by that diſmal Conflagration, pilt be 
given in Copper-Plates. | 

VII. The Proſpects of the moſt eminent Buildings, that either eſcap'd the Fire, or have been 
ſince erected to the great Glory of this City, ſhall likewiſe be diſtin&ly repreſented in Copper- 
Plates, and be inſerted in their proper places. 

VIII. An exa@ Account of the New Foundation of Pau/*s Church, its length, height, &c. with 
the particular Methods by which it has been thus far advancd, and the Scheme of its Archite&ure, 
ſhatÞ..be ſet down at large. 

1X. To theſe greatChanges made by the Fire,ſhall be added aPoliticalDiſcourſe upon the condition 
of it after it had ſuſtain'd ſo vaſt a Loſs, and the particular Ways and Methods wherehby-it.roſe 
again ſo fuddenly, with infinitely greater Beauty and Splendor; and ſeveral uſeful Remarks to 
that purpoſe, drawn from the Bills of Mortality, growth of Trade, and other Heads. ' 

X. A Catalogue of the Lord Mayors and Sheriffs with their Arms, ſhall be continu'd from the 
Year, 1633. to this preſent time. 

X1. The ſeveral Courts of London, with the Officers belonging to the City and their Juriſdiction, 
ſhall be exactly deſcrib®d ; as alſo, the Lientenancy and Militia. 

X1I. Adiſtin& Chapter ſhall be allow'd for the deſcription of the Tower of London, with the 
particular Officers, Stores, Arſenal, Mint, &c. belonging to it. 

X[l]. The ſeveral Additions and Changes in the City of Weſtminſter and the Out-Pariſhes, ſhall 
be proſecuted in the ſame Method as thoſe in London. 

X1V. Care ſhall be taken that all the Particulars which Mr. Stow, for want of timely informa- 
tion, was forc'd to throw at the end of his Book, be inſerted exaQtly in their proper places in the 
Body of the Work. | 

XV. The Life of the Author ſhall be prefix*d to the Bookz which (conſidering he was a common 
Patron of Learning) will give occaſion and opportunity for many uſeful Obſervations upon the 
ſtate and condition of Leariing art that time. 

XVI. At the end ſhall be large /ndexs of Perſons, Places, and Things ; much more full and copi- 

us than that which is added to the laſt Edition.
